It is said ea fetish “had 
ike for the Dan- 
es! After the Danes left Eng- 
land, some thirty years after 
|they invaded it in the eleventn 
century, they were still hated. 

A group of men unearthed a 
Danish skull in a field one day. 
Remembering the days of being 
captives, they kicked the skull 
labout from one to another. 
‘They made a game of it and 
found that it was fun. Soon a 
crude type of football had be- 
come a popular game in Eng- 
land. 

In fact, it became so popular 
‘in the British Isles that laws 
‘were passed prohibiting it. The 
jyoung men enjoyed it so much 
jthat archery was being neglect- 
ed. Formerly, archery was the 
leading sport. Skilled archers 
‘were needed for war purposes. 

It was played in the Ameri- 
can colonies in the seventeenth 
eentury, but it wasn’t until 
1860 that rules were adopted. 
They were similar to those in 
use today. 

{ In 1823, at Rugby school in 
|England, something was chang- 
ed in football. The game was 
tied in the last minute. A 
Rugby tucked the ball in the 
crook of his arm and ran with 
it. The new twist found favor, 
and is common in the game to- 
day.

The Phoenix High Pirates 
wound up their season with an 
undefeated league title. They 
defeated Eagle Point 21-0 and 
Glendale 40 - 12 to win Rogue 
Championship, losing only to 
Ashland in a non-league game. 
This set the Pirates up for Dis- 
trict 6 A-2 championship battle 
with Coquille on November 5 
at the Phoenix field. This tus- 
sle ended in a 20-20 tie score 


-with the Coquille Red Devils 
winning on yardage. 


The Pirates fought a hard, Brood and 


rugged battle putting every- 
thing they had into the game. 
In the first quarter, Coquille 
scored one touchdown to put 
them ahead, but Delmar Brood 
scored in the second stanza, 
climaxing drives by Danny 
Lovett and Delmar Brood.
